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'-.tKaS provided for by the rules, the Council have now to present to 
the members the annual report on the progress of the In 
4|$yi stitutc, and its financial and general condition. 

Members. Twelve new members have been added to the roll 
during- the year. On the other hand, twenty-eight names have been 
withdrawn : ten from resignation fourteen from non-payment of 
subscription for two consecutive years, and four from death. The 
total number of members on the roll is now 210, showing a de¬ 
crease of sixteen during the year. 

In the list of members removed by death since the last annual 
meeting occurs the name of the late Mr. Justice (lillies, who for a 
period of more than twenty-one years has been most intimately 
.associated with the affairs and progress of the Society. In conjunction 
with Prof. Mutton and the late Mr. J. C. (Yawford, he materially 
aided in the foundation of the Institute in 1868; when Super¬ 
intendent of the Province of Auckland he obtained the site on which 
the Museum Buildings now stand : and it was through his liberal 
donation of £o00 that it became possible to raise sufficient funds for 
the erection of the Museum. Three times he occupied the position 
-of President; and he served on the Council, with the exception of 
two short intervals, from the foundation of the Society to the time 
of his death. The Council are specially desirous of expressing their 
grateful recognition of the advantages which the Institute has 
derived from the soundness of his judgment, his constant devotion to 
its best interests, and his frequent and always opportune liberality. 

Finance. -The detailed balance-sheets appended to the report 
will give full information respecting the financial position of the 
Society. The total revenue of the general account, including the 
balance in hand at the commencement of the year, has been 
X909 9s. 2d. The members subscriptions have yielded £173 os.,

toeing almost exactly the amount realised last year. The interest- 
received from the invested funds of the Costley bequest has been 
£539 3s. 9d. This shows a decrease of about £50, due to the 
lower rates of interest now ruling. The net receipts from the 
Museum Endowment have been £73 18s. lid., a sum which would 
have been much larger, but for the difficulty of dealing with country 
lands in the present times. The utmost economy has been exercised 
with the expenditure, which reaches the total of £704 14s. 8d., leaving 
a credit balance of £204 14s. (id. in the Bank of New Zealand. On 
the whole, the Council consider that the financial condition of the 
Institute is one upon which they have a right to congratulate tho¬ 
rn embers and themselves.

Most of the above papers have been sent to Wellington, where a 
selection will be made for printing in the next volume of “Trans¬ 
actions. " 

In last year's report it was mentioned that the Council had sug¬ 
gested to the Manager of the New Zealand Institute that it would 
lie well to afford authors an opportunity of correcting the proofs of 
their papers before the final printing. A perusal of almost any 
paper in the “Transactions” containing technical matter will show 
the necessity for this, and it cannot be said that its adoption, with 
proper restrictions, would cause the printing of the volume to be 
delayed beyond the five months which are nearly always taken for 
that purpose. The Council regret to state, however, that up to the 
present time there are no signs of compliance with their request. 

Museum. The Museum has been kept open to the public 
during the usual hours—from ten to five on weekdays, and from 
two to five on Sundays. On Sundays the visitors have been 
regularly counted, the total number being 6,775, or an average of 
CIO for each Sunday. It is difficult to estimate the attendance on 
the week-days, as it fluctuates considerably, according to the weather 
and other circumstances, but from occasional countings it is believed 
that the average has been about 75 per day, or 23,675 in all. This 
would give a total yearly attendance of 30,450, being an increase 
of 1,260 on the estimate for last year. 

A considerable number of additions and donations have been 
received during the year, all of which are mentioned in the ap- 
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pended lists. The collection of Bornean animals purchased from 
Mr. C. F. Adams, alluded to in last year’s report, has been placed 
in his hands for mounting, and as the work is now well advanced, 
will shortly he received at the Museum. The collection includes 
an excellent specimen of an adult male Orang-utan, a pair of 
Proboscis Monkeys, and several others of the animals peculiar to the 
Malay Archipelago, and will form a very valuable and interesting 
acquisition to the Museum. 

Among the additions to the ethnological collections is the carved 
gateway of the Pukeroa Pa at Rotorua. This fine example of 
Maori art, which has a special interest from the historical associa¬ 
tions connected with it, was presented by the Rotorua natives to 
the Government, with the view of its being shown at the Dunedin 
Exhibition. Through the kindness of the Hon. Mr. Mitchelson, the 
Government have handed it over to the Museum, and after its 
return from the Exhibition it will find a permanent home with the 
rest of our Maori collections. 

In connection with this subject, the Council would strongly urge 
upon the members that so far as the funds of the Institute will 
allow, no time should be lost in completing the collections in the 
Museum intended to illustrate the manners, customs, and mode of 
life of the Maori race. Even now the task will be both difficult and 
expensive, but if postponed for a few years its fulfilment will 
probably be altogether beyond our means. The Auckland Pro¬ 
vincial District has always been the chief seat of the Maori popula¬ 
tion, and surely its public Museum should aim at the possession of 
the most complete collection in existence. In forming such a 
collection we have advantages and opportunities nowhere else 
possessed, and if we fail in this important branch of our duties, to 
us will be attributed the reproach of allowing the records and 
mementoes of the Maori race to perish or to pass into other 
countries. 

Library. The Council have but little to report under this head. 
But few purchases of books have been made during the year, but 
among them are a few interesting additions to the collection of 
works on New Zealand. Some expenditure has been incurred in 
binding arrears of magazines and serial literature, and the usual 
subscriptions have been paid for the publications of the chief 
English scientific societies. The periodicals and magazines intended 
for circulation among the members have been obtained as usual, 
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sind on the whole have been well-read. A list of the books and 
other publications received by donation or exchange will be found 
.appended to the report. 

Free School of Art. The School of Art established by Dr. 
Campbell in 1878, and which since then has been maintained at his 
sole expense, was closed in December last, the establishment of a 
similar and well-endowed School under the provisions of the will of 
the late Dr. Elam having made its further continuance unnecessary. 
Although the Institute had no connection with the School beyond 
.granting it the use of a class-room, still it would ill become the 
•Council to pass without notice the liberal and unostentatious 
manner in which Dr. Campbell has, for eleven years, made pro¬ 
vision for the free teaching of art in Auckland. Such continued 
mid consistent liberality is as rare as it is valuable, and the < Council 
feel sure that it will long remain in the memory of the people of 
Auckland. 

In conclusion, the Council have to thank the members and others 
for the assistance and encouragement they have given to the objects 
of the Institute, and which they hope will be again freely rendered 
.during the coming year.
